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MARKED-UP VERSION OF AMENDMENTS 



Page 1 , line 35 of the specification, the paragraph starting on this line has been amended 
as follows: 

The circularly-polarized light separation plate can comprise a cholesteric liquid crystal 
layer. The cholesteric liquid crystal layer can be obtained as a liquid crystal polymer layer that 
is Granjcan-oriented Grandjean-oriented on a transparent polymer substrate via an orientation film . 
The cholesteric liquid crystal layer can have a superimposed structure of plural cholesteric liquid 
crystal layers different from each other in the helical pitch of the Gran jean Grandjean orientation. 
The thus obtained circularly-polarized light separation plate can reflect circularly polarized light 
in a wide wavelength range including a visible light range. 

Claims 2, 4-5 and 1 5 have been amended as follows: 

2, (Amended) The polarizing element according to claim 1, wherein the reflective polarizing 
plate is s e lect e d from the group consisting of a linearly-polarized separation plat e , a circularly- 
polarized light se p a r ation plate, and a combination of a circularly-polarized light separation plate and 
a retardation plate. 

4. (Amended) The polarizing element according to claim 3, wherein the cholesteric liquid 
crystal layer is a liquid crystal polymer layer that is Granjcan-oriented Grandjean-oriented on a 
transparent polymer substrate via an orientation film.
